CHAPTER 1.

PUBLICATION OF THE LAWS OF THE STATE.
8. F. 112,

AN ACT to amend chapter one (1) of the acts of the Twenty-seventh General Assembly of
Iowa, relating to the publication of the lawsa of the state.

Be it enacted by the Qeneral Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SecTioN 1. Publication of extracts from the laws. That chapter
one (1) of the acts of the Twenty-seventh General Assembly be amended by
striking the word ‘‘short” from the fourteenth line thereof; and also by
striking out the words ‘‘upon legal blanks,” found in the fourteenth (14)
and fifteenth (15) lines of chapter one, section one, of the acts of the Twenty-
seventh General Assembly.

SEc. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance,
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in th> Iowa
State Register and the Des Moines Lieader, newspapars published at D:s
Moines, Iowa.
